Advise Asquith,to Not Rely on His 


Allies — Speculation as to 
Nationalists’ Course.

London, February 2.—The political 
situation is more interestit new than 
ever ,affording manifold opportunities 
for speculation, which are being teken 
full advantage of. The Unionists 
having disparaged the government's 
majority as emanating from the Celtic 
fringe now are solemnly warning As- 
quith not to rely on his allies. The 
Times notes fhat the Labor party par- 
ticularly is in a rather vindicative 
frame of mind and thinks the govern- 
ment might find its best friends 
amongst Unionists, The Opposition 
press is full of suggestions for a mild 
reform of the Lords. The Liberals 
attribute this attitude to an over: 
whelming nervousness respecting con- 
stitutional developments, They laugh 
at the sfiggestion of internal reform 
from the upper chamber, which the 
mail today says is the true solutio 
of the crisis. . The more moderate 
members of the party who counsel 
caution are likely to be swept aside, 
especially as the Laborites and Irish- 
men demand the strongest measures 
of redress before supply ‘ is voted. 
Philip Snowden writes the. News that 
Laborites do not desire to embarrass 
the government, recognizing the cause 
of reform if bigger than party, and 
says the government unemployed 
scheme is ,practical, scientific and 
statesmanlike. 

Labor Member Kicking. 

Lendon, February 2 (Special Cable 
to the Montreal Star).—The minister- 
ial majority with which it is hoped to 
induce the King to join in the imme- 
diate coercion of the Lords, already 
shows obvious signs of a failure, Ram- 
sey McDonald, M.P., one of the most 
influential of the forty Labor M.P.’s, 
gave the ministers public warning 
yesterday that any one who assumed 
that the Labor party would simply be 
content with anything the government 
proposed regarding the Lords wouk 
tind himself greatiy mistaken. He 
did not think a coalition of the 
Liberal and Labor ministry would suit 
the Labor party. <A more probable 
aiternative would be an agreement to 
suppert~the government im carrying 
out certain objects of the Labor party. 
Otherwise they would maintain their 
indenendence, 

Another Labor M.P. says: “We are 
all single chamber men. Our mandate 
extends beyond any mere curtailment 
or limitation of the peers’ veto, even 
as far vs abolition, The forthcoming 
Newport conference will show that 
the Labor party is in no mood for 
compromise or delay. We are out 
for blood.”’, 

Nationalists Position. 

Turning from Labor to the most 
doubtful factor in the ministerial ma 
jority, we see William O’Brien return- 
ing to Westminster at the head of a 
compact party of eleven Independent 
Nationalists. In a@ letter O'Brien 
says: “If even ten Independent Na- 
tionalist men are elected, Ireland is 
saved from the budget. If Asquith 
retains office at all, which [rather 
doubt, one of two things must happen. 
Kither he must reconstruct the Trish 
part of the budget from top to bottom 
or his obsequious followers of the 
Ditlon-cum-Deviin party will only 
jhave the choice between following us 
into the lobby against the budget and 
for the expulsion of the government 
from office; or, on the other hand, 
supporting the budget and thus seal- 
ing their own fate at the polls at the 
new general election that will soon be 
upon us.” 

These manifest tendencies of Labor 
and Nationalists towards indepen- 
dence are having a marked effect. up- 
on the nerves of ministerialists, Mal- 
let, the well-known tree trades M.P. 
for Plymouth, publishes an emphatic 
demand for an immediate attack on 
the Lords with the help of the King. 

Must Not Run Away. 

The Morning Leader insists 
that if the Liberal party runs 
from the Lords the Libera] party 
doomed and the government will drag 
on a miserable existence until the 
genera! election, in which it will be 
not merely defeated, but routed, The 
Leader says: “It is not a secret that 
the King was opposed to the action 
of the Lords in throwing out the bud- 
get. He advised the leaders, by 
which is presumably meant Lans- 
downe, to accept the budget, but they 
rejected his advice.

CAUSE OFsWRECK IS 
STILL A MYSTERY

Track Examined Closely, But So Far, President, Rev. F. W, Patterson, in 


No Definite Conclusion Yet Ar- 
rived at by Coroner's Jury Investi- 
gating the Great Webbwood Dis- 
aster. 


Sudbury, February 2.—The experts 
and council got the first real look at 
the ties on the torn-up section this 
afternoon, Superintendent _Guteliug 
sent an engine over the road to melt 
off the snow, so that the marks made 
by the wheel flanges could be noticed. 
It looks pretty qiear that the forward 
truck of the dvehelise coach (fourth 
ear) left the track first, at a point 393 
fect east of the bridge abutments. It 
trailed along at an angle until it got 


so far out of line that it pulled the 
rear truck of the second-class coach 
off, 270 feet east of the bridge. With- 


in 46 feet of the face of the abutment 
the leading truck of’ the second cass 
car leff the rails, The thind truck 
wis by this time considera blygghiited 
north of the track and struck the 
bridge abatments, toppling over the 
bank. 


Relieved of this weignt, together 
with the jolt of eneountering the 
solid masonry, the car plunged dia- 


gonally across the bridge, tearing out 
a large bracing girder. The recoil 
from this impact drove the rear end 
back through the nofth side of the 
bridge. The car broke in two and 
the half ou the bridge caught fire. The 
first class car started down thé em- 
bankment 200 fect east of the bridge, 
dragging the dinér and Pullman. 

So much for the derailment. What 
~aused it must be left to theory. The 
roadbed, tracks and wheels are con- 
ceded to be pretty fair, ,if not reason- 
ably good. Eliminate these and the 
only thing left would before something 
to have become lossened on the gear 
which might have dropped or remain- 
ed dangling. The company is lend- 
ing every assistance to the Crown that 
could be wished for.

J. KE. Gundin of Beaver Ledge, 

Grande Prairie, who headed the party 
of thirfv-one settlers which left Ed- 
menton on April 20th, 1909 with seven- 
teen yoke of oxen and fourteen wagons 
euded with supplies and machinery 
fur the feace River, is in Edmonton 
on vc trip for supplies, with several 
ers of his party. 
Mr. Gundin left Grande Prairie on 
January 13th with J. Mead of Saska- 
toon Lake. and driving a team of 
horses reached Edmonton on January 
29th. 

Sam Sergeant and Garnett Twax ot 
the same party, who left Saskatoon 
Lake on January 12th with ox teams, 
also reached Edmonton on Saturday 
last, January 29th. Nine more ox 
teams which left Grande Prairie on 
the twelfth of January are expected 
t oarrive here today. 

Mr. Gundin's party, known now 
very widely as the “bull outfit’ has 
settled in the nfighborhood of Beaver 
Lodge, Grande Prairie. The party of 
pioneers had a chapter of adventures 
on their way to the land.of promise. 
Yesterday. Mr. Gundin told the Bul- 
letin of the trip’ north. 

“February the fifteenth,’ said he, 
“is the latest any party should start 
for the ePace River country over the 
old trail. The chinooks of the north 
make the roads bare and the rivers 
break up two weeks earlier than here. 
We lett Edmonton on the twentieth 
and got over the Athabasca on the 
@th. A few days later the river 
broke up. Our wagons were freighted 
with from thirty to thirty-five hundred 
pounds and the north shore of Lesser 


. 


Slave bake we found to be utterly 
impassible for our loaded waggons. 
We were stuck. We tried to pack 


around but gav? up the idea and de- 
termined to wait until the ice went 
out of the lake. to ship our goods by 
boat. We got the oxen around the 
north shore all right and shipped our 
goods aeross the Inke. June was free 
from rain and we continued our tour 
reaching Beaver Lodge by way of 
Peace River Crossing and Dunnegan 
on the 12th of July. After looking 
over the country we moved on to our 
locations on July 28th, two weeks be- 
fore the land was surveyed by Mr. 
McFarlane, when we took out declar- 
ations on scrip 

“We found. black surface soil from 
four to eight inches in depth. and 2 
subsoil of chocolate clay from four to 
six inches in thickness. The soil is 
very uniform in Grande Prairie and 
the country rolling. Some of our 
party have found springs. The water 
uppears to run in veins rather than a 
sheet water. 

“From our location we can see Nose 
mountain forty miles away to the 
wet, and about 125 miles distant we 
can see some twenty snow clad peaks. 
There is plenty of tifber for building 
purposes—spruce and poplar. We 
secured dressed lumber from Boyd’s 
mill for floors, doors and so forth. 

“The gardens which we saw were 
excellent in every way, everything 
from tomatoes to potatoes ripened ‘n 
the open. 

“Sinee reaching Grande Prairie our 
party has enjoyed the best of health, 


One family, the Millers, had illness 
among four children almost constant- 
ly in Ontario. They have had no 


sickness whatever up there 

“The farmers in Grande Prairie 
much prefer oxen to horses because 
of the great cost of oats. Oxen grow 
fat on the prairie grass. The set- 
tlers are without exception well satis- 


fied with the country and are very 
sanguine of the future.”

FLEET. 
SAILS FOR CRETE 


War Clouds, Lower Over;the Levant 
-—British Warships: Leave 
Malta for Greece. 


Athens, February 3.—The Turkish 
fleet is steaming full speed toward 
Crete, according to  semi-official. in- 


formation received here today. The 
crisis between the Porte and Greece 
is most acute and perilously near 
breaking point. Two Turkish army 
corps are in readiness to be poured 
into the plain of Larissa at a mo- 
ment’s notige. Not in years have the 
war clouds that hung over the Bal- 
kans been so black as today, Secret- 
| yor openly, every ofreign office in 
Europe is taking a hand in the fight 
of Turkey to retain her hold on Crete, 
and the sending of Cretan delegates 
wo the Greek Nationa! Assembly is 


tantamount to a declaration of war. 
From the Turkish view point this 
would immediately involve the con- 


tinent and Great Britain in the game 
of war and politics, Resumption of 
an armed protectorate over Crete by 
the powers is declared to be immin- 
ent. The withdrawal of the troops 
which maintained peace in the island 
waa made with provisions which ap- 
purently are flaunted by Cretain lea- 
ders against Turkish rule. England, 
it is believed, would be among the 
first to take such step for the pre- 
servation of peace in the near East. 
On creditable authority, it is stated 
that St. Petersburg is seriously alarm- 
ed over the latest developments and 
negotiatons undertaken by the Czar 
and Kng Vector Emmanuel of Italy 
on the recent visit of Nicholas to 
Italy ae likely to play a prime part 
in th&fortheoming events. That the 
visit was regarded as the forerunner 
of the disintegration of the triple al- 
liance. Bulgaria alone can benefit 
inaterially from the present situation 
and that which is threatened. 
British Ships Leave Malta. 
. Malta, February 3.—A British bat- 
fleship, three cruisers and four des- 
troyers sailed today for Greece as the 
result of the threatened clash between 
Turkey and Greece, This sudden 
move on the part ef the British gov- 
ernment is regarded as significant of 
the seriousness of the situation. 
Turkish Cabinet Firm. 

Constantinople, February. 3.—Hakki 
Beyat, grand vizier, today called a 
special meeting of the Turkish cabi- 
net to consider the Cretan situation. 
The decision reached was that of 
firmly supporting the present attitude 
of the Porte and preserving at all 
costs the Turkish dominance in 
Crete 

Bulgaria Denies Report.

St, Petersburg, February 2.—Con- 
firmation has been received in dip- 
lomatic circles of the report that 4 
Turkish fleet will immediately pro- 
ceed to Crete and that Turkish troops 
are concentrating in Thessaly.

San Antonio, Texas, Feb. 2--One hun- 
dred are dead in the Faula mine in Mex- 
ico, across. from Eagle Pass, in the State 
of Coahuila, as a result of \the o 
ness of a Mexican in lighting a cigarette. 
Sixty-eight bodies have already been 
taken from the shaft. The others are 
buried further in. Thete is no hope that 
any will be found a live. Not a single 
mon in the mine escaped alive. One 
man was brought to the surface in a 
ecnscious condition but died shortly aft- 
erwards. He told of the circumstances 
of the explosion. Smoking in the mine 
is prohibited. It seems that a new min 
er, not understanding the danger, smug- 
gled tobacco and matches into the shaft 
when he went to work this morning, and 
the miners had ben at work nearly an 
hour when he struck a match to light a 
cigarette, Liumediately an explosion fol- 
lowed burying alive the 100 men in the 
mine at the time. Frantic efforts were 
made by the mine superintendent to re- 
scue the men, but the shaft was so filled 
that it took hours of work to reach the 
chamber where the men were confined. 

The entire interior of the mine was 
badly wrecked. Some of the bodies were 
horribly mangled. Those who escaped 
death from the effects of the explosion 
were suffocated, all the air clrambers be- 
ing stopped up by the falling walls. The 
Paula mine is one o fthe Musquis group 
belonging to the Cohtila Coal Company, 
an American concern, It was the best 
equipped coal mine in Mexico. The loss 
to the proprietors will be more than half 
a million dollars.

The chief difference between 
the two that the ways 
and means committce resolution held 
by chairman Sereno Payne of New 
York is to be adupted tomorrow, while 
the other is to be safely deposited in 
the pocket of Speaker Cannon, and 
k pf there. The Payne resolution is 
to be put through because the presid- 
ent wants action. Mr. Coudrey will 
play a lone hand when he tries to 
press his measure. The answer is the 
almost certain disposal of the meas- 
ures as above stated. The Payne re- 
solution is broad. It-will provide for 
the ways and means committee to go 
into the whole questign and decide 
whether the base of high prices is the 
trusts tariff or merely natural con- 
ditions, or whether increased wages 
warrant high prices. It sets forth that 
the committee shall make a complete 
and thorough invéstigation of the cost 
of living and any all¢ged . increase 
thereof, meaning by “the cost of liv- 
ing” the prices of all the necessities 
of life including meats, clothing, 
vreadstuffs and other foods, products, 
uel, furniture and implements.

WHEAT CROP WORTH 
SEVENTY-FIVE MILLIONS 


Province of Saskatchewan Ranks 
Third Among Provinces and 
States as Wheat Producer. 


Regina, January 31.—The finel re- 
turns of the field crops in Saskatche- 
wan, as compiled by the Bureau of 
Information and Statistics in the 
Department of Ayriculture are as fol- 
lows :

These figures both of acreage and 


yield arc somewhat in excess of the 
estimate made last September at the 
close of cutting, with the single excep. 
tion of barley, the average yield of 
which fell two bushels per acre below 
the estimate. 

The total area in grain crops for 
1909 was 6,898,559 acres and the aver- 
age acreage of grain crops per farm 
for the province was 84.9 acres. The 
acrenge of all crops in Saskathéwan 
in 1909 was 7,016,272. The area in 
gain crops, 6,898,550 acres, compares 
With 5,881,802 acres last year. 

These crop yields place Saskatche- 
wan in the third rank among the pro- 
vinees of the Dominion and States of 
the Union as a producer of wheat and 
oats. Minnesota, with 94,000,000, and 
North Dakota with 90,700,000 bushels, 
are the only states that produced 
more wheat in 1909 than did Saskat- 
chewan. After Saskatchewan comes 
Kansas with 87,000,000 bushels. Min- 
nesota’s Average yield wes 16.8, North 
Dakota’s was 13.7, Saskatchewan's 
22.1, Kansas 14.1, United States 15.8. 

Illinois and Iowa were the only 
states in the Union that produced 
more oats than did Saskatchewan in 
1908, their production being 159,000,- 
000 and 116,000,000 bushels respective 
ly. as against Saskatchewan's 105,- 
465,000 bushels, Illinois’ average 
yield was 36.6, lowa’s 27.0, Saskatcho- 
wen’s 47.1, Minnesota’s 33.0 and 
United States 30.3 bushels per acre. 
Saskatchewan produced very nearly 
one-eighth as much wheat as did the 
United States and more than one- 
tenth as much oats. 

The average price on the farm for 
the wheat crop of all grades was &4c 
per bushel, which means that the 


wheat crop was worth $75,790,600 to 
the producers.
